Houston 
, Tex., O ct 15.—Two citizens of 
the town of Sabine Pass arrived in Beau­ 
mont Thursday I « earing news of terrible loas 
of life and destruction of property in th at 
d ty by the severe storm which is now pre­ 
vailing. They say the waters began to in­ 
vade the town from the gulf and the lake to­ 
gether about if o’clock Wednesday Afternoon, 
and rose with unprecedented rapidity. 
The 
imminent danger was seen, but not until it 
was too late to escape from the town. When 
safety by flight was recognized as being out 
of the question, people who were situate 1 so 
that they could, betook themselves to hou-cs 
and resorts adjudged to be safest. 
The water kept rising, and between 3 and 4 
o'clock the small houses began to yield to the 
resist leas forou of the waves, and nut only 
moved from their foundations, but turned 
on their side and tops.

P hillips Ilrooks on the Proposed Bpleoo 
pa l Change—O ther Business.

estant Episcopal to “ Th e Ch urch ,” or tc 
“American Cath olic Ch urch .” 
Rev. Ph illip» 
Brooks, of Boston, said th e subject was th e 
most im portant before th e convention. 
It 
was more im portant th an th e subject of th « 
revision of th e pray er book. 
He was in fa­ 
vor of th e retention of th e present name 
and saw no reason wh y th e name sh ould be 
disturbed. Th e object of th e ch ange propose 1 
was to declare th at th ey were th e distinctive 
ch urch , and were th e exclusive representa­ 
tives of Jesus Ch rist in th e land, and th e only 
auth orized administrators of th ) faith . It was 
only upon th e assertion th at it was th e pos­ 
sessor of apostolic su cress ion, as th e sub­ 
stance and essence of th e life of th e ch urch , 
th at it could claim th e proposed title. 
Ht 
did not believe in th e doctrine of apostolic 
succession as giving any such absolute rig hi 
to th e Ch ristian name. 
Th e name proposed 
h ad no conceivable explanation, but making 
th is th eory th e central doctrine of th e ch urch , 
wh ich would alienate h undreds from it, and j 
would doom th e ch urch to ruin, m aking it h ¡ 
fantastic sect, lay ing no masculine h andupor 
th e intellect and conscience of th e land. 
Rev. Dr. Frederick Courtney , of Boston 
said th e future of th e ch urch depen Is upoc 
its power of adapting itself to th e genius o! 
Am erica 
He th ough t th e excision of th i 
names “Protesant Episcopal” from th e title of 
th e ch urch was in opposition to th is genius. 
The committee on amendments to ths con­ 
stitution reported that each resolution amend­ 
ing the pray er book should be considered 
separately , and the house of bishope sent in a 
communication expressing the same view. • 
The question of marriage and divorce came 
up and was recommitted because J udge Ben­ 
nett, of Massachusetts, explained that he had 
signed the report under a misapprehension. 
He could not agree to the prohibition of mar­ 
riage with a deceased wife’s sister, nor tin 
refusal of eommtuxion to a woman who had 
obtained a divorce from a worthless hus­ 
band and afterward married another man.

A Successful Cig a r D ea ler Tc!!.» H ow the 
Profits a rc Increa sed. 
“Holding a trade in th is business« requires n 
goal deal of tact,” said a successful cigar 
dealer. 
“In th e first place, th e skillful cigar 
salesman will gradually work h is customers 
up from five cent cigars to ton cent, and some 
of th em from ten cent to two for a quarter, 
or even th ree for a h alf, with proportionately 
greater profits for th e h ouse. Th is is done by 
play ing on th at vanity wh ich is th e one uni­ 
versal trait of th e masculine race. 
Even if a 
man h as no vanity about h is good looks or 
h is cloth es, It is easy enough to discover th at 
h e h as onealxmt th o kind of cigars be smokes. 
By a word or two delicately dropped h er ♦ and 
th ere about a man’s fondness for good cigars, 
and bis admirable judgment concerning th em, 
th e ground may bo prepared, and if th is is fol­ 
lowed up by h anding h im out a box of h igh - 
priced goods and remarking, wh en th e mis­ 
take is discovered, th at y ou supposed h e al­ 
way s smoked th at price, y ou will at once dis­ 
cover th at y our seed h as been dropped in 
good soil. Th e ch ances are th at th e customer 
will smoke th ose cigars righ t along th ere­ 
after. 
“Anoth er good meth od te to stand by wh en 
y our clerk te waiting on a customer. Th o 
clefk say , h ands out a box of ten centers, 
wh en y ou rush up, jerk th e box from h is 
h and, as if indignant th at such an insult 
sh ould be offered one of y our customers, and 
sh arply exclaim; ‘Don’t y ou know th at Mr. 
So-and-so never smokes any th ing but th e best 
two-for-a-quarter V Th en y ou get th e box of 
moro expensive cigars. 
Th e customer takes 
a couple as a m atter of course, and at th e 
same time inwardly th anks y ou for th e com­ 
pliment y ou h ave paid h im. Th ereafter h e 
becomes a regular purch aser of th e h igh er 
priced goods. 
Of course th e clerk under­ 
stands y ou, and every th ing is lovely . 
But if 
a man comes into my store aud asks for a 
cigar, an I my clerk sh ould inquire wh at 
price, or h and out a nickel cigar, I sh ould 
disdiarge th at clerk th e next minute. 
It te 
h is business to h and out ton centers in such 
cases, and sometimes two for a quarter. 
“About h olding a tradef Oh , y es. 
You 
h ave to keep a big variety of goods. 
You 
want to ask y our customers h ow th ey liked 
th at last one, and occasionally invite th em to 
try someth ing new y ou h ave received, at 
y our own exi*mse. 
Cigars given away in 
th ii manner make a good investment. 
But 
above all y ou must watch y ou customers, and 
with out th eir knowing it ch ange th e brand 
on th em. 
Nine out of ton men will tire of a 
brand after smoking it a week. 
With out 
say ing a word to th em y ou want to keep 
ch anging th em from brand to brand, th us 
keeping th em satisfied all th e time and th e» 
appreciation keen. Th is te one of th e car­ 
dinal principles of th e cigar business th at a 
good many dealers don’t learn, or are too 
careless to put into practice. Such men can 
never build up and h old good trades.—C h icago 
Herald, 
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UMBRELLA MAKING. 


OBSERVATIONS 
MADE 
DURING 
A 
VISIT TO A BROOKLYN FACTORY. 


A Great Many Different Things tJ aed In 
Making an I'm brella-^ llk for Covers 
Brought from 
Franea — Processes of 
Manufacture. 


There are several umbrella factories in 
Brooklyn. 
I was taken over one of these fac­ 
tories the other clay, and was soon made to 
see that there are many more different things 
used in making an umbrella than I had at 
first supposed. There are, first, the stick, made 
of wood; ribs, stretchers and springs of steel, 
the runner, runner notch, the ferule, cap, 
bands and tips of brass or nickel; then there 
are the covering, the runner guard, which is 
of silk or leather, the inside cap, the often­ 
times fancy handle, which may be of ivory, 
bone, horn, walrus tusk, or even mother of 
pearl or some kind of metal, and if you look 
sharply you will find a rivet put in deftly 
here and there. 
For the sticks a great va­ 
riety of wood is used; although all the wood 
must be hard, firm, tough and capable of re­ 
ceiving both polish and staining. The cheaper 
sticks art* sawed out of plank, chiefly of ma­ 
ple and iron wood. They are then “ turned” 
—that is, made round—polished, and stained. 
The runner, ferule, cap, band, etc., form 
what is called umbrella furniture, and for 
these articles there is a special manufactory. 
Another factory still cuts and grooves wire of 
steel into the ribs and stretchers. 
Formerly 
ribs were made out of cane or whalebone, but 
these materials are now seldom used. 
When 
the steel is grooved it is called a paragon 
frame, which is the lightest and best made. 
It was invented by an Englishman named 
Fox about twenty years ago. 
Most of the silk used for umbrella covers is 
brought from France, but we make all our 
umbrella gingham, which is woven into vari­ 
ous widths to suit umbrella frames of differ­ 
ent size, and along each edge of the fabric a 
bonier is formed of large cords. As to al­ 
paca, a dye house has been built near Phila­ 
delphia, on the plan of English dye houses, so 
that our home made alpacas may l*> dyed os 
good and durable a black as the gingham re­ 
ceives; for although nobody minds carrying 
an old umbrella, nobody likes to carry a 
faded one. 
Although there are umbrellas of 
blue, green and buff, the favorite hue seems 
to be black. 
And now that we have all the materials to­ 
gether to make an umbrella, let us go into 
manufactory and see exactly how all the 
pieces are put together. First, here is the 
stick, which must be mounted—that is, there 
are two springs to be put in, the ferule is to 
be put on the top end, and if the handle is of 
other material than the stick, that must be 
put on. The ugliest of all the work is the 
cutting of the slots in which the springs are 
put. These are first cut by a machine, but if 
the man who operates it is not careful he will 
get some of his fingers cut off. 
Even after 
the slot cutting machine lias done its work, 
there is yet something to be done by another 
man with a knife before the spring can be 
put in. After the springs are set the ferule is 
put on, and when natural sticks are used, as 
all are of different sizes, it requires consider­ 
able time and care to find a ferule to fit the 
stick, as well as in whittling off the end of 
the stick to suit the ferule. 
After the handle is put ou the stick, and a 
band put o n fo r finish cfr o rnament, the stick 
go es to the frame maker, who fastens the 
stretchers to the ribs, strings the to p co rd o f 
the ribs o n a wire which is fitted into tho “run­ 
ner no tch;” then he strings tho lo wer ends o f 
tho “stretchers” o n a wire and fastens in tho 
“runner,’5 and then, when bo th “runners” are 
securely fixed, the umbrella is ready fo r the 
co ver. As this is a very impo rtant part o f 
the umbrella, several men and wo men are 
emplo yed in making it. In tin* ro o m where 
the co vers are cut yo u will at first no tice a 
great nmnlier o f V shaped things hanging 
against the wall o n either side o f the lo ng 
ro o m. These letter Vs are usually made o f

The next step itl the wo rk is to fasten the 
co ver to the frrttrte, which is do ne by i 
wo man. 
Affbr the co ver is fastened r,t tb 
to p and bdtto fn, she half ho ists the unibrt lia, 
and has a stiiall to o l which she uses to keep 
the umbrella in that po sitio n; then she 
fastens the seams to the ribs, ami a quick 
wo rkwo men will,do all this in five minutes, 
as well o s sew o u the tie, which has been 
made by ano ther pair o f hands. 
Then the 
cap is put o n and the umbrella is co mpleted. 
But 1 •« fore* it is sent to the salesro o m a 
wo man smo o ths the edges o f the umbrella nil 
aro und with a warm flatiro n. Then ano ther 
wo man ho lds it up to a windo w, where there 
is a stro ng light, and hunts fo r bo les in i t 
If 
it is fo und to Ik* perfect the co ver is neatly 
arrange! abo ut tin* stick, the tie wrnpj**d 
abend it and fastened, and the finished um­ 
brella go es to market fo r a buyer. Fro m the 
time the stick is mo unted till the umbrella is 
fin ish ed it takes but fifteen minutes. — Bro o k 
lyn Eagle. 
Ancient Cloths*

including mo re than 8 00specimens. 
Many o f 
them have been taken Sco rn to mbs, and are 
stretched o n fo lio s o f cardbo ard to preserve 
them. So me o f the fragments are o nly a fo o t 
square, but the larger o nes make up an entire 
Ho man to ga, which is said to be the o nly o ne 
in the wo rld. There are a great many em­ 
bro idered dresses, and a deal o f knitting and 
crewel wo rk. 
Do uble chain stitch seems to 
have l» een as familiar to the Egyptian seam­ 
stresses, sewing with lo n e needles, a s it is to 
mo dern wo men. There are so me very quaint 
and unusual designs in the o ld co llectio n o f 
clo ths, but there are also so me ver * co mmo n 
things.

The Lo n gevity o f the H um an Race* 1« 
Everyw here In creasin g. 
“W hat are my views o f lo ngevity;* re­ 
peated Health Officer Wight to a repo rter u s 
he sat in his o ffice smo king his pipe. 
“It is u 
fa ct that lo ngevity has greatly increased 
w ithin the last quarter o f a century because 
o f the increased sanitatio n all o ver the co un­ 
try. 
England led o ff several years ago ; then 
the United States fo llo wed, and no w Ger­ 
many is next. 
The effective go vernment o f 
Germany is intro ducing sanitatio n in a scien­ 
tific manner, and is strictly enfo rcing i t 
It 
is a fact that the mo rtality in the German 
army is less than o ne-half o s much as in tho 
Russian, and it is o wing so lely to better sani­ 
tatio n. There has also been a great decrease 
in tho mo rtality rate o f sailo rs, o wing to the 
better sanitatio n o f ships. Owing to sanita­ 
tio n the average death rate o f Lo ndo n is 
abo ut 28 in 1,000 j>er annum, while in St. 
Petersburg it is 4*1 In New Yo rk it is nearly 
8 0, o wing to the mo st densely po pulated tene­ 
ment quarter, where the pro prieto rs o f tho 
ho uses have resisted sanitatio n. In New Yo rk 
a part o f the city is mo re densely po pulated 
than anywhere else in the wo rld.” 
“In what po rtio n o f tho United States Is 
lo ngevity the mo st no ticeable?” 
“Lo ngevity is mo st no ticeable in the mo un­ 
taino us regio ns o f No rth Caro lina and Ten lies 
see. Ho w do I acco unt fo r it? By the extreme 
healthiness o f the climate and the sparseness 
o f habitatio ns. There is a certain ratio txrtween 
tho po pulatio n per square mile and mo rtality. 
Other things being equal, where habitatio n is 
densest there is the heaviest death rate. No t 
o nly do es the public sanitatio n o f the health 
department gradually decrease the death rate, 
but the great diffusio n o f sanitary kno wledge 
amo ng the peo ple has a tendency in the same 
directio n. 
A wise and co nscientio us sanitar­ 
ian never misses the o ppo rtunity to teach the 
peo ple the laws o f health thro ugh^the press, 
and it is a mo st interesting fact that the secu­ 
lar press everywhere in this co untry is glad 
to receive and publish ratio nal sanitary dis­ 
cussio ns. The number o f jo urnals devo ted to 
the discussio n o f public health is increasing, 
and the medical pro fessio n is paying mo re 
and mo re attentio n to the preventio n o f dis­ 
eases as well o s their cure.” 
“What race, as a rule, is the lo ngest lived?” 
“Tho Hebrews.” 
“In tho United States do the white o r black 
live the lo ngest?” 
“The m o rtality is 
very much 
heavier 
amo ng the blacks than the whites in all the 
so uthern cities. 
So metimes it is do uble.

“They use greater care in the co nsumptio n

In an interesting sketch in tho last number

It was this taste undo ubtedly which led him 
in after years to make a favo rite o f W agner 
and beco me the co mpo ser’s friend and patro n 
w hen every o ne else in Germany ri<liculed the 
genius o f the man and deridetl tho music of 
the future. 
It was in this ho bby which ho 
indulged to so extravagant an extent that 
Lo uis sho wed the sentimental to ne o f his 
character, and which explains the po werful 
influence w inch was exerted o ver him by his 
pro tege thro ugho ut life.—New Yo rk Graphic.
